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Court case has no winners 


N o one won in the case of Nicholas Hol¬ 
land last Friday in Lee Circuit Court. 

Holland, 20, was charged with two 
counts of sexual abuse in the first degree 
with the victims under the age of 12. 

He had previously pled guilty, and was 
before Judge Tom Jones for sentencing. 

Holland’s attorney, Public Defender 
Sarah Bryant, grew emotional as she 
asked Jones to consider probation. She 
said that her client had been a victim of 
sexual abuse as a child. 

She said he did not receive any treatment 
after that, but that if he were probated, he 
could be treated. 

Jones asked Holland if he had anything 
to say. 

Smiling, seemingly with innocence, he 
said he wasn’t sure what to say. 

Bryant instructed him to tell the judge 
what he wanted him to know about him¬ 
self. She said he had done everything cor¬ 
rectly since his arrest, and had appeared 
in court every time. 


Holland then said, “I’ve done every¬ 
thing alright.” 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Kristen Clouse, concerning the request 
for probation, said, “The girls were very 
young.” 

A man, identified as Holland’s stepfa¬ 
ther, approached and said he would per¬ 
sonally take his stepson to treatment. 

“He’s a good feller,” he said of Hol¬ 
land. 

Obviously troubled, Jones said, “The 
nature of the offense itself,” then said, 
“I know his family.” 

He then said the victims were three 
and four years old. 

“They have no say in this matter,” Jones 
said. “They had no choice.” 

He then told Holland that he could 
have received 20 years, but with the plea 
deal he was getting only 10. 

“I can’t tell you that I’m thrilled with 
it (the case),” Jones said. “I felt sorry for 
you after reading your report. 


“I have to do my job. 

“They were almost babies. 

“I’m sorry for everybody in this situ¬ 
ation.” 

Then he said he could not probate 
Holland. 

Bryant said she was not justifying 
Holland’s action, but noted there was a 
“valid reason” for that action, meaning 
his own childhood abuse. 

Clouse then said, “I agree that what 
happened to Mr. Holland probably led us 
to where we are today.” 

Holland must register as a lifetime sex 
offender in addition to serving his time 
in prison. 

Also during court Friday, Lester Caudill 
(1973) was sentenced to three years for re¬ 
ceiving stolen property under $10,000. 

Judge Jones said he would not enter 
the judgment until February 25 so Caudill 
could attend the funeral of his mother.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE

2014 Regular Session 
Reaches Halfway Point 
with Greater Need for 
Transparency 

The House officially 
passed the halfway point of 
the 60-day session this past 
week. Here’s a scorecard 
of what’s been done by the 
General Assembly in the 
past 30 days. 

More than 400 bills have 
been filed for consideration 
in this year’s session, with 
roughly 60 bills approved 
by the full House and sent 
on to the Senate. Only two 
bill thus far have passed 
both chambers and been 
signed by Governor Bes- 
hear, Senate Bill 7, dealing 
with nurse practitioners, 
and Senate Bill 113, which 
gave a 30-day extension 
for establishing new voting 
precincts under redistrict¬ 
ing that passed in a special 
session last year. 

If you have been fol¬ 
lowing this session of the 
General Assembly, you may 
have heard the term House 
Committee Substitute, or 
HCS from time to time. A 
House Committee Substi¬ 
tute is often used for bills 
that perhaps need some 
technical corrections, or a 
slight language changes. 
But in some cases a House 
Committee Substitute to a 
House bill could change the 
proposed legislation from 
what was originally intend¬ 
ed to something completely 
different. And there have 
been examples with some 
House Committee Substi¬ 
tutes that are presented to 
us in committee when we 
only have a few minutes to 
review them before we’re 
supposed to vote whether 
to accept it. 

An examination of bills 
that have passed the House 
or received two readings 
in the House found that 
roughly 47 percent have 


some type of House Com¬ 
mittee Substitute. Again, 
while some of those substi¬ 
tutes are necessary, the re¬ 
visions that are filed at the 
last minute undermine the 
ability of committee mem¬ 
bers to give the proper time 
to review the changes and 
contact people in our dis¬ 
trict to gauge their thoughts 
and opinions. 

This is worrisome to me, 
especially considering we 
will soon be receiving the 
budget bill, which could 
contain hundreds of revi¬ 
sions from the Governor’s 
original proposal. There 
have been bills filed in past 
sessions that sought to al¬ 
low legislators 48 hours to 
review any bills that dealt 
with Kentucky’s budget 
or raised taxes. But those 
bills never received one 
hearing. 

In the spirit of bipartisan¬ 
ship and transparency that 
many of you expect us in the 
General Assembly to oper¬ 
ate under, a better job must 
be done to keep those you 
elected informed in a timely 
manner when it comes to 
changes to proposed legis¬ 
lation both great and small. 
The future direction of our 
Commonwealth could well 
depend on it.

Community Building vs. 

Monument Building

Senator Robert Stivers 
Legislative Update 


Let me begin by say¬ 
ing, I am a “We must hang 
together gentlemen or we 
will most assuredly hang 
separately”, kind of guy. 
Ben Franklin made that 
statement to rally the Con¬ 
tinental Congress in 1776. 
They were set on defeating 
tyranny and did so by ac¬ 
cepting their differences, 
but building on what they 
had in common. I believe 
we need the same respect 
and focus to defeat poverty, 
lack of jobs and drug abuse 
in our community. I have 
watched and participated 
in events over the last five 
years and though I have 
the greatest respect for all 
the participants of taxing 
bodies like the Lee County 
Extension District Board, 
Library Board, Health 
Board, Tourism Commis¬ 
sion, School Board, County 
and City governments, af¬ 
ter attending an Extension 
Board meeting on Friday, 
I do not believe their focus 
is on the best way to ac¬ 
complish the Extension 
Service Mission and build 
the community. And with 
that realization came the 
thought that perhaps other 
taxing agencies are working 
, with the best of intentions 
if not the best of foresight, 
on promoting their agendas 
more than working with 
other agencies to improve 
the community. But let 
me focus on the extension 
board. 

Why am I saying this? 
First, the county extension 
board voted to increase 
our property tax from 6.9 
to7.6 % a few months ago 
as a “compensating tax”. 
This means, because fewer 
people and businesses are 
paying taxes, those who 
do pay taxes have to pay 
more to keep the extension 
board income at the same 
level. Second, the board is 
building a new quarter of a 
million dollar office build¬ 
ing for the Extension Staff 
on Hwy 11 in the Industrial 
Park. They want to move 
out of the Community Cen¬ 
ter at Happy Top. 

Since we are paying for 
this move and construction 
with our real property, per¬ 
sonal property, and motor 
vehicle/watercraft taxes, I 
thought I’d ask a few ques¬ 


tions. 

After a lengthy discussion 
with the Extension Agent, 
several of the board mem¬ 
bers and the construction 
advisor, it comes down to 
- they have worked for years 
to find a way to have their 
own building. They looked 
at extending the commu¬ 
nity building or building 
another one on Happy Top. 
This proved too costly. They 
looked at the closing Health 
Dept, in Beattyville, the 
empty section of the Calla¬ 
han building on 11, and the 
ASC Offices. They do not 
want to rent! 

They think by building 
this office in the industrial 
park, it will allow them to 
expand their program of¬ 
ferings and be the first step 
to building more structures 
out there. Remember the 
line from the movie FIELD 
OF DREAMS “If you build it 
they will come”? But here’s 
a problem, remember that 
“compensating tax” issue? 
They voted to increase your 
taxes because there are few¬ 
er people and businesses 
paying taxes. They want 
to make a huge capital in¬ 
vestment in construction 
and add to their operating 
costs to increase offerings 
to a decreasing population. 
Perhaps a better way of say¬ 
ing this is, “If they build it, 
who will come?” 

Currently, the extension 
service is renting their office 
space from the county for 
$6,000 a year. All utilities, 
insurance and maintenance 
are covered. They have 
ample parking. In return 
they have one office and 
three partitioned offices 
and storage on sight and 
they are responsible for 
some cleaning and schedul¬ 
ing use of the kitchen, meet¬ 
ing and community rooms. 
It’s a win/win for the county 
and extension service. Ev¬ 
eryone benefits, Happy Top 
is the multiple use area it 
was designed to be. 

They recently added a 
new extension agent with 
an increased need for stor¬ 
age space. What a great 
opportunity to expand into 
new areas of the commu¬ 
nity. Instead of moving 
everything two miles out of 
town, why not keep what 
they’ve got and find addi¬ 


Last week, U.S. Senator 
Rand Paul visited the capi¬ 
tal to testify on House Bill 
70 regarding Felony Vot¬ 
ing rights. Senator Paul’s 
remarks focused on the 
lost voting rights due to 
felony convictions, and the 
disadvantages of rejoining 
society with the stain of the 
criminal record. Ultimately, 
we need to help people 
positively re-enter society. 
Restoring rights to felons 
is one step forward. 

Senator Paul also ad¬ 
dressed our caucus meet¬ 
ing regarding his vision of 
economic and job growth 
in eastern Kentucky with 
Empowerment Zones. This 
program is working with 
selected eastern Kentucky 
counties and is a partner¬ 
ship between the public 
sector and private business. 
The goal is to make the 
region more economically 
diverse, focusing on job 
training as well as business 
development. 

Regarding education, 
Senate Bill 54 passed as 
well. This would help Ken¬ 
tucky’s children be better 
prepared for Kindergarten. 
Statistics and data show 
that early childhood edu¬ 
cation is critical to future 
academic success. A recent 
state screening showed only 
49% of Kentucky’s children 
were kindergarten-ready 
when they entered school. 
However, students who 
go through preschool pro¬ 
grams have much higher 
readiness. 

Senate Bill 54 would 
permit children to attend 
preschool for 15 hours per 
week, rather than 9 without 
changing licensing require¬ 
ments. This measure would 
benefit preschool aged chil¬ 
dren with two extra days of 
instruction better preparing 
them for Kindergarten and 
giving a foundation for fu¬ 
ture academic success. 

On the other end of the 
age spectrum, we passed 
legislation to protect our 
vulnerable adult citizens 
that require professional 
care this week. Senate Bill 
98 would require entities 


tional office space in town? 
The new Health Dept, in 
the bank might have space 
since they nearly tripled 
in size. PEP has space for 
offices and storage and 
already has many kids com¬ 
ing in after school and all 
day during the Summer. 
Perhaps there’s a room in 
one of the schools. I’ll bet 
the VFW would be willing 
to negotiate for space in the 
Old Pleasant Flat School. If 
plans to close Beattyville El¬ 
ementary continue, there’s 
a huge foot print there for 
expansion. These are only 
the places that spring to 
mind off the top of my head. 
I’m sure there are others. 

The roughly $225,000 a 
year in our taxes will contin¬ 
ue to increase the estimated 
$400,000 in their accounts 
to build the community by 
creating more connections 
between other agencies 
and funding leadership, 
job development, lifestyle, 
gardening, farmer’s market 
and health science pro¬ 
grams. It wouldn’t be used 
on buildings with all the ad¬ 
ditional costs that go along 
with owning them. Let’s 
say they rented a suite of 


that provide personal care 
services to vulnerable adults 
to query the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services 
for a prospective employee, 
contractor, or volunteer to 
find out if the prospect has 
been the subject of a vali¬ 
dated substantiated finding 
of adult abuse, neglect, or 
exploitation. An individual 
can also request the regis¬ 
try to submit to a potential 
employer. I joined Senator 
Sara Beth Gregory and Gov¬ 
ernor Beshear Thursday 
to promote this important 
legislation that is receiving 
bipartisan support. 

To keep our lakes and 
waters friendly, Senate Bill 
66 would set requirements 
for the Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Peace Officers 
to only enter boats if there 
is reasonable suspicion 
of a violation. Too often, 
our guests and residents 
who are enjoying the lakes 
in Kentucky, are stopped, 
searched by overzealous 
officers and put through in¬ 
terrogation and tests at ran¬ 
dom. This hurts the tourism 
industry of Kentucky which 
is important to our small 
businesses and economy. 
Along with a stricter stan¬ 
dard for stopping a boat, 
the measure would require 
Fish and Wildlife officers to 
be trained in hospitality and 
tourism. 

Finally, a bill of note that 
passed Wednesday is Sen¬ 
ate Bill 119. This bill is a 
measure that will help reign 
in health care costs.

offices for $1,200 a month 
instead of paying the es¬ 
timated $240,000 price 
tag all at once, they could 
rent for nearly 17 years 
without maintenance and 
tax costs. 

I want to reiterate, I have 
the deepest respect for these 
men. Every single one has 
answered the community’s 
call time and again, but I 
think they are being short 
sighted in this course of 
action. If the community 
cares and is as unsupport- 
ive as I am, ask for more 
information to make an 
informed decision and get 
involved. I know they will 
respond. If you say noth¬ 
ing, they assume you ap¬ 
prove and will continue to 
build their monument for 
the glory of the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky Extension 
Agency instead of programs 
that I feel would give a 
greater return on increasing 
opportunities for everyone 
in Lee County.

(Editor’s Note: The Ken¬ 
tucky Center for Tradi¬ 
tional Music (KCTM) 
was established in 2000 
and since has hosted 
many students with dif¬ 
ferent levels of exper¬ 
tise and stories that led 
them to KCTM.) 

Montana Hobbs came to 
Morehead State University 
with the intention of be¬ 
coming a veterinarian. But 
her path changed and she 
found herself at KCTM. 

“I wanted to be a veteri¬ 
narian since I was five. I had 
a set path and knew exactly 
what I wanted to do and 
then it all changed,” said 
Hobbs. “I took my first old- 
time banjo lesson two and a 
half years ago.” 

Unlike many KCTM stu¬ 
dents, Hobbs did not grow 
up playing a string instru¬ 
ment or with some of the 
music she now performs. 

“I was not raised with 
this kind of music and I’ve 
developed this interest on 
my own,” she said. “I did 
this 180 when I got to col¬ 
lege and threw everything 
I had planned out the win¬ 
dow and what started out 


as lessons has become my 
major.” 

She is double majoring 
in sociology and traditional 
music with a minor in Ap¬ 
palachian Studies. 

Hobbs said when she first 
came to the KCTM she was 
hesitant but that didn’t last 
very long because of the 
people there. 

“There are students who 
have been playing longer 
than they’ve not played 
and at first I was intimi¬ 
dated,” said Hobbs. “The 
atmosphere is welcoming 
and so unique. It isn’t like 
some programs where it 
is competitive. At KCTM 
everyone is interested in 
what you’re playing and it 
is a family that everyone is 
a part of.” 

She plays the banjo as her 
primary instrument. 

“My grandfather had a 
banjo but he never really 
played it. But I remember 
seeing it when I was little 
and was always fascinated 
by it,” she said. “Banjos 
can sound so many ways 
and convey a spectrum of 
emotions.” 

Hobbs said that some¬ 


times banjos are sweet, 
driving and make you move, 
and that sometimes they are 
lonesome. 

“There is a sound that is 
a hollow mountain sound 
and it is like you are sitting 
there when the song was 
first made,” said Hobbs. 
“Like you are sitting in the 
woods on a porch, playing 
with your kin...every banjo 
sounds differently and tells 
different stories.” 

She said she has discov¬ 
ered a lot about herself in 
the program, including 
that people love to hear 
her sing 

“Eve always sang to my¬ 
self, in the car or shower 
but never in public. I didn’t 
really think I had a good 
voice until I came here,” 
said Hobbs. “I’ve been told 
that I have an old sound¬ 
ing voice that really suits 
what we are singing and it 
is wonderful to have people 
open up new experiences 
and believe in you.” 

She added that Sarah 
Wood, a KCTM instructor, 
“sort of makes you sing and 
she told me she loves my 
voice.” Hobbs said that is 


what helps her sing. 

With her newly-acquired 
but deep love of traditional 
music she was asked to join 
the band, The Local Hon¬ 
eys. It is an all-girl group 
that has been playing to¬ 
gether for about a year. 

“We are kind of strange, 
a group of girls playing 
old-time, string music but 
we have been very well-re¬ 
ceived,” said Hobbs 

She says while she didn’t 
grow up playing or even lis¬ 
tening to a lot of traditional 
music, now she loves it and 
knows she will share it her 
entire life. 

“I want my kid to be the 
next Jesse Wells, so there 
will always be music in my 
home,” she said, laughing. 
“Being able to be a part of 
keeping something alive 
is amazing and no matter 
what I do in life, because 
I’m still not sure, as long as 
there is this music I will be 
happy.”

Kentucky Utilities and 
Old Dominion Power con¬ 
tribute more than $90,000 to

Even as temperatures across 
the region begin to thaw, some 
families across Kentucky and 
Virginia are still feeling the 
chill of the winter season. 
Winter 2014 is trending colder 
overall, with January and Feb¬ 
ruary to date each coming in 
about 35 percent colder than 
last year. 

The extreme conditions 
put a freeze on the finances of 
many who are still struggling 
to deal with the cold weather’s 
impact on their heating bills.

“That’s just unheard of,” 
said Jones.
